Extracts from a letter of Colonel Levi Todd 

to his brother, Captain Robert Todd, Lexington, 
August 26, 1782, relating the events of the 
Battle of Blue Licks (August 19, 1782); 

"On the 16th instant, in the morning an 
Express arrived from Bryant Station informing us 
that it was suspected a Body of Imdians lay around 
the Fort. I set off with 30 men to see if it was 
so, ani before I got there (which is five miles 
Distant) was joined by 10 men from Daniel Boone, 
I found the Place surrounded, I intended to free 
our way in. Seventeen of the foremost Horsemen 
rushed in; but being sttacked at the mouth of a 
dame, the remainder some on Horsevack, and myself 
and ten others on Foot, was forced to retreat, 
leaving one man killed and having three wounded, 
one of whom died next morning, but the other two 
will recover. Our brother, being over in Lincoln, 
I sent &xpress there, desiring Assistance. In the 
meantime, the Indians made a violent attack upon 
Bryant's Fort and continued it all Day and Night, 


and a Storm was expected, "

“"Eowever, they met with some Loss and on the 
morning of the 17th went off. In the Eveing, our 
Brother, Colonel Trigg ani Major Macgary cme with 
150 men. On the morning of the 18th, we collected 
182 men, 411 on Horseback, and pursued the Enemy till 
8"o'clock in the morning of the 19th; when we got 
sight of them forming on a Ridge in the loop & the 
River, about three cuarters of a mile North of and 
overlooking the town Blue Licks, We md then pursued 
about 40 Miles, We rode up within 60 yards, dismounted, 
gave and sustained a heavy and general Fire.... and the 
Timber good. The left wing rushed on and gained near 
100 yards of ground, But the Right gsve way end the 
Enemy soon flanked us on that Side, upon which the 
Centre guve way ani shifted behind the left Wing and 
immediately the whole Broke in Confusion after the 
action hed lasted about Live minutes, Our men suffered 
much in the Retreat having open woods to pass through 
to the River, and several were killed in the River, 
Efforts were made to rally but all in vsin, He that 
could remount a Horse was well off and he that could 
not, saw no Time for delay. Our Brother received a 
ball in his left Breast, and was on Horseback, when 
the Men broke. He took a course I thought dangerons, 
and as I never saw nth afterwards, I presume he never 
got over the Revers Colonel Trigg, Major Harlin, 
Major Bulger, Captain Macbrid.e,, Gordon, Kinkead, and 
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Overton, fell upon the ground, also our friend, 
James Brown. our number surviving is donut seventy- 
five. I think the number of the dnemy was at least 
300 but many men think five hundred. Colonel Logan 
with 500 men went to the ground on the 24th md fund 
end buried 50 of our dead, They were all striped 
naked, scalped and mangled in such a menner that it 
was hard to tell one from another. Cur Brother was 
not known."-
